The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product such as (1 ) visually 
observing the mark portion of the tire to determine amount of wear or (2) computing 
residual depths of the mark portion of the tire using a laser displacement gauge 
whereby the tread wear is automatically measured.
